Library Report. 


REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF NICHOLS MEMORIAL LIBRARY. 


It is with regret and sorrow that we note the necessity of chron- 
icling the death of Mr. J. Howard Nichols, the donor of our 
library building, to whose generosity we owe so much. 

His last gift to the library, in which he was so deeply interested, 
was the shrubbery, last year set upon the grounds, which adds so 
much to the fine appearance of our beautiful building. At a meet- 
ing of the trustees held soon after the death of Mr. Nichols, the 
Secretary was instructed to forward a letter of sympathy to the 
stricken family. 

Our library has lost a true friend and. generous helper, and we 
feel that we can best show our regard for and appreciation of his 
friendship and generosity by keeping the work up to its present 
efficiency. 

The Librarian’s report shows that we have added many books the 
past year, while that of the ‘Treasurer shows that the appropriation 
has been nearly all used. 

We have added a new lamp and a screen for the fire place and 
placed rubbers on the chairs so as to materially lessen the noise. 

For binding magazines and rebinding books we used a little 
more than the amount asked for last year, but, as we did not receive 
a special appropriation for that purpose, we had to use money that 
otherwise would have been spent for new books. 

There is urgent need for a new catalogue, as many books have 
been added since the old one was printed and we find that the 
card catalogue, while a necessity for the library and used by some, 
does not meet the needs of many who wish to use the books. 

A supplementary catalogue would allow the people to make out 
a list of books at home and thus we believe materially increase the 
use of the library. We trust that the town will be generous with 
us this year, for it seems to us that the money appropriated for 
this institution is one of the best investments that can be made. 
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As the library grows it becomes more of a task each year to judi- 
ciously select the new books, but the trustees willingly give their 
time and labor for this purpose. It is our endeavor to get the best 
and, while occasionally a book slips in that has to be removed, we 
feel that we have been fairly successful in our efforts to fill the 
shelves with good books whose value is more than of to-day, whose 
perusal will help as well as amuse and from the study of which we 


shall richly benefit.

Report of the Board of Health. 


We are pleased to report a year of light work for our board. 

No epidemic has appeared in town and what few cases of con- 
tagious diseases have come to our notice have been so promptly 
handled that no spread has followed. Several cases of typhoid 
fever, two at least contracted elsewhere, have occurred. 

Measles and mumps have, we think, been present, one case of 
the former being reported. We would call attention to the law 
governing these cases of contagious diseases. Measles must be re- 
ported to the Board of Health as well as typhoid fever, scarlet 
fever, membraneous croup and diphtheria or other malignant com- 
municable disease. All known or suspected cases, if there be no 
physician in attendance, should be reported within twenty-four 
hours by the head of the family or household. Included in the 
terms family or household are roomers or boarders, servants and 
also persons visiting therein. Failure to report such cases is pun- 
ishable by a fine of ten dollars for each offense. 

We have been asked if a child with chicken-pox, whooping 
cough, German measles, etc., must be kept out of school. The law 
is as follows: “Sect. 7. No parent, guardian, person or persons 
having the custody of any child shall permit such child, if infected 
with any communicable disease, or has been exposed to such, to 
attend any public or private school.” We call particular attention 
to the word “communicable.” No child who is suffering from any 
such disease must be allowed in school. ‘The teachers have direc- 
tions to send home any child they may suspect of being dangerous 
to others in this respect, and a child so sent out of school must re- 
main out until he brings a certificate from some reputable physi- 
cian that he is not suffering from any communicable disease, or a 
permit from this board. 

The law regarding vaccination is now generally understood and 
complied with. 

A new law requires that in case of the death or removal of a 
consumptive, the premises such person had occupied be cleaned 
and disinfected by or under the direction of the Board of Health, 
and such premises must not be occupied by others before such dis- 
infection. Violation of this law subjects to a heavy fine.

Evidences like this of 
interest in the schools are gratifying, as are also the visitations of 
parents and friends that are recorded in the registers. We wish 
that the number of these visits were larger, for they mean much to 
teachers and pupils.
